The prevention of forest fires is the most important 
and difficult part of the work of your forest fire warden 
who heads a local organization’set up primarily for the secur- 
ity of your community’s forest property. Appointed | by = 
the State Forester, upon recommendation of the Selectmen — 
he is charged by law with the responsibility of local admin- 
istration of forest fire laws, fire prevention and suppression. 
In his work he is aided by deputy forest fire wardens, who. 
In emergency, may assume his power-and authority. 
The warden is guided in his work by instructions received _ 
from the State Forester and by the District Fire Chief 
who represents the State Forester. 


The importance and value of. the work of the ‘torpetl 
fire warden and his deputies is, perhaps, best appreciated - 
during hazardous periods when fire danger is greatest. 
The public, however, looks to him at all times for Speed < 
‘and economical suppression of going fires. 


To properly fulfill his mission, the warden needs the? 
generous and understanding cooperation of the publie 
at. large. He attempts to secure this ‘cooperation by the- 
_ posting of caution notices, news items and by word of = 
mouth, always. carefully i ikininy the necessity of res-: = 
trictions imposed. In the matter of giving cooperation — Sig are 
however, the public often fails. The record shows that an 
average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned over by 
forest fires in New Hampshire each year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


"To the Wentworth School Board: 


My fourth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools in Wentworth, submitted herewith, contains 
the usual statistical information and a discussion of 
those problems which may be of interest to you and 
people of the town. 

The budget for 1947-1948 will be larger than has 
been proposed heretofore. The reasons for the in- 
‘crease are found in such items as salaries, textbooks,-. 
‘Supplies, and a reflection in school costs of the mark- 
ed increase which has crept into every other public 
or private activity. In the matter of salaries, for 
“example, the only safe assumption is that all teach- 
ers may have to be replaced at the rate prevailing 
in 1947. While we hope that will not happen we 
must, nevertheless, be prepared f>r that eventuality. 
The best information now availab'e from book pub- 
Jishers and supply houses is that 1947 allowances 
for those items should be about 40 percent more. 
‘than they were a year ago. In the preparation of 
the budget an effort has been made to strike a bal- 
‘ance between school needs and tax-paying ability 
of the town. : 

Four transportation routes in the town mean that 
we shall continue to experience heavy expense for 
that service. My opinion is that transporters are re- 
eciv-rg ro more than they should get considering 
the roads they have to cover in all kinds of weather: 
The question might be raised whether our routes 
could be combined so that a larger vehicle could do 
the transporting. The distances involved and the 
type of road to be covered immediately rule out the 
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use of larger or much heavier vehicles than those. 
now in use. | ? 

Parents are urged to visit school often to see their 
children in class work and to discuss. special .prob-. 
lems with the teachers. The encouragement teach- 
ers get from such an expression of interest is an in- 
centive to further effort. The evidence of close co- 
operation between home and school is always valu- 
able in shaping pupil attitudes. Parents are like-. 
wise, cordially invited to bring questions to me at any 
time they wish. 

. During the past year there were situations that 
gave parents some anixety but they manifested a 
spirit of tolerance and forebearance that made the 
work of school officials much easier that it might 
well have been. If every similar situation can be 
met with a free exchange of opinion and an under- 
standing attitude of, our schools will function ef- 
fectively and well. , 
| The Superintendent very much appreciates the 
interest and friendly cooperation of the School 
Board as we have worked together to give Went- 
worth children the kind of start in life which is their 
just right.
